This  was  a wonderful  way  in  which  to  meet  all  you  wonderful  people 
and  also  to  help  many  of  you  who  were  limited  to  time.  I started 
the  The  Barrs  19S3B  and  with  two  children  in  the  banking  business  at 
two  different  banks  made  it  a cinch  to  get  whatever  you,  or  others 
needed.

Fow  people  realize  it,  but  there  is  no  legislation  authorizing  the 
establishment  of  the  Burbau  of  Engraving  and  Printing  or  the  appoint* 
ment  of  its  officers.  An  act  of  Congress  July  11,  1862,  authorized 
a new  issue  of  currency  and  empowered  the  Treasury  secretary  to  have 
the  notes  or  any  part  thereof  engraved  and  printed  by  private  con- 
tractor  or  aL  the  Treasury  Department.  However,  both  the  bureau  and 
ios  directing  personnel  have  been  recognized  by  Congress  since  1876 
thru  appropriations  and  substantive  legislation.  The  BEGINNING  of 
the  Bureau  of  Engraving  and  Printing  may  be  traced  to  Aug.  29,  1862, 
when  a force  of  two  men  and  four  women,  working  in  a single  room  in 
the  attic  of  che  main  Treasury  Building,  began  to  separate,  seal  and 
sign  $1  and  *>2  notes,  which  had  been  printed  by  private  contractors. 


In  November,  1862,  the  first  division  of  the  National  Currency  Bureai 
later  called  bhe  Bureau  of  Engraving  and  Printing,  began  printing 
currency  notes  from  plates  engraved  by  Treasury  employes.  By  1S84 
it  had  become  apparent  that  the  U.S,  government  was  to  be  indefinite* 
ly  engaged  in  the  manufacture  of  paper  money.  Congressional  legisla* 
tion  at  lasc  recognized  the  existence  of  the  bureau  and  since  the 
Appropriation  Act  of  Aug.  5,  1876,  it  has  functioned  as  a distinct 
entity  within  the  Treasury  Department,

SAGINAW  — When  Saginaw  was  the  sawmill  meccn  of  the  Midwest  it  had  a 
salty  reputation,  which  had  nothing  to  do  with  its  rollicking  lumber* 
jacks,  myriad  saloons  and  bawdy  houses. 

Salt  manufacturing  was  a profitable  partner  of  the  lumber  industry 
here  until  the  pinelands  were  leveled  and  the  daylight  had  been  let 
into  the  swamp. 

The  reason  for  the  profitable  sawmill*salt  block  combine  originally 
was  that  sawdust  and  waste  wood  from  the  scores  of  mills  along  the 
Saginaw  River  provided  cheap  fuel  for  the  fires  under  the  kettles  in 
which  salt  brine  was  evaporated. 

After  a few  years,  salt  processors  discovered  that  exhaust  steam  from 
sawmills  could  be  used  to  evaporate  the  brine  even  more  inexpensively. 

As  early  as  1860  salt  deposits  in  limitless  quantity  were  found  to 
underlay  vast  parts  of  this  area. 

But  it  was  not  until  the  1870*3  that  salt  processing  became  a big 
industry  in  Saginaw  because  of  sawmill  exhaust  steam. 


The  lucrative  combination  of  sawmill  and  salt  block  enabled  the 
Saginaw  salt  industry  for  years  to  compete  successfully  with  the 
firmly  established  salt  processors  of  New  York  and  Ohio. 
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But  it  never  attained  the  prominence  it  enjoyed  during  the  sawmill 
heyday. 


By  1916  only  six  salt  makers  remained  in  Saginaw  and  the  last  went  out 
of  business  in  1944,

MOTE  COLLECT  I MG? 


Whith  each  new  appointment  to  the  office  of  the  Treasurer  of  the 
United  States  and/or  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  there  are  changes 
made  in  the  paper  currency  of  issue.  To  the  paper  money  collector, 
this  means  a new  series  of  notes  to  find  and  collect.  This  is  also 
the  time  many  become  interested  and  begin  collecting  Federal  Reserve 
Motes,  This  information  is  intended  so  they  may  better  understand 
and  enjoy  their  new  advocation. 


To  begin  with,  let  us  examine  paper  money  collectings*  advantages 
and  disadvantages.  It  is  relatively  inexpensive  to  establish  a now 
collection.  Like  stamps  or  coins,  Federal  Reserve  Motes  are  readily 
available  to  everyone  and  offer  one  the  option  of  how  involved  a 
collection  gets.  Crisp,  uncirculated  notes  may  be  obtained  at 
larger  banks  and  member  branches  of  the  Federal  Reserve  System.  Here 
also,  one  has  the  option  of  collecting  crisp  uncirculated  notes,  or 
those  directly  from  circulation.  It  has  been  found  that  a higher 
potential  return  on  an  investment  is  possible  through  paper  money 
collecting  than  a standard  savings  account.  While  banks  pay  5y%  at 

best,  many  collectors  hove  enjoyed  returns  of  25%  or  more  on  their 
notes.  Alright,  now  you  have  this  collection  and  an  unforesoen 
financial  problem  arises.  You  can*t  spend  rocks  or  butterflies. 
Liquidation  of  a collection  is  as  easy  as  its  acquisition.  Unlike 
coins  t'lhich  are  issued  on  a yearly  basis,  Federal  Reserve  Motes 
depend  on  issues  in  blocks  of  100  million  notes  each.  With  each 
block  change  or  change  in  officials,  there  comes  a change  in  the 
currency.  This  occurs  several  times  each  year  in  certain  districts 
and  serves  to  replenish  the  market.  The  most  overlooked  advantage  is 
the  opportunity  to  meet  and  deal  with  other  collectors  on  every  level 
of  the  hobby,  dealers,  traders  and  historians. 


All  these  advantages  serve  to  outweight  the  few  disadvantages  and  I 
feel  it  only  fair  to  let  you  in  on  them.  The  ease  of  conversion 
mentioned  earlier  can.be  a problem  as  well  as  an  asset.  Sometimes 
your  well  researched  and  assembled  collections  becomes  a new  lawn*** 
mower  when  your  kids  customize  the  old  one  into  a go  cart  or  a new 
set  of  tires  for  the  ones  that  your  wife  has  left  imbedded  in  every 
curb  in  town.  As  shown,  this  trait  can  be  both  good  and  bad  (like 
the  kids  and  wife).  Stock  piling  is  an  obvious  problem.  Tying  up 
several  hundred  dollars  is  sometimes  hard  for  some  people,  but  I feel 
the  chance  at  a higher  roturn  is  reason  enough  for  some  duplication. 
We  must  not  overlook  physical  security.  With  any  type  of  collection 
it  is  very  hard  to  keep  it  locked  in  a safety  deposit  box,  ttany  have 
smaller  versions  of  the  bank  boxes,  though  they  keep  them  at  home  for 
accessibility , If  you  have  read  this  far,  you  are  now  ready  for  some 
of  the  basics.  This  information  has  not  come  easily  and  it  will  holp 
a new  or  novico  collector.

The  PjLstxijlt  number  and  letters  appear  several  times  on  the  face  of 
of  each  note.  For  example?  the  letter  designation  is  found  in  the 
center  of  the  9a nk  Sesal  and  again  at  the  beginning  of  each  serial 
number.  The  District  number  is  found  in  each  of  the  four  corners 
inside  the  Border  on  the  face  of  the  note. 

To  the  lower  right  of  Washington*s  portrait  is  the  SjerJ.es  designation 
of  the  note.  Only  two  dates  have  been  used  so  far, ”'’1963  and  1969, 

On  either  side  of  the  portrait  are  the  Signatures  of  the  Treasurer 
and  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States. 

The  last  two  items  to  be  covered  are  the  Face  Plate  serial  number  and 
the  Position  number.  These  are  found  in  "the  "Tower  Tight  corner  and 
the  upper  left  corner  inside  the  border  on  the  face  of  the  note  , 
respectively.  They  are  used  to  locate  the  position  from  which  the 
note  came  on  the  master  sheet  and  to  identify  the  Plate  used  for 
printing.  This  is  done  to  locate  flaws  and  damaged  plated  during  the 
inspection  process.  There  is  yet  another  Serial  number  for  the  Back 
plate?  in  the  lower  right  corner  inside  the  back  border.  Since  The” 
Face  and  the  Back  of  the  notes  are  printed  at  different  times  and 
from  different  plates?  it  is  necessary  to  be  able  to  identify  the 
plates  used. 

Why  is  all  this  of  interest  to  the  note  collector?  Most  collectors 
wish  to  obtain  a complete  set  of  notes  for  each  series.  This  means 
that  one  or  more  notes  of  each  block  and  from  each  district  are 
needed.  One  must  be  able  to  distinguish  at  a glance  the  desired 
note  and  be  able  to  identify  the  charistics  from  memory.  This  re* 
quires  good  recall  and  sometimes  quite  a few  notes.  For  instance?  th 
1963  series  had  a total  of  34  blocks?  the  1963A  had  a total  of  69? 
the  1963B  had  13,  the  1969  had  36?  the  1969A  had  31  and  the  1969B 

has  35  to  be  assembled.  These  totals  include  Star  notes  for  each 
district.  ~ 

Star  notes  are  used  as  replacements.  When  a defective  note  is  found 
during  the  inspection  process?  it  is  removed  from  the  gunctJe  of  100 
notes  and  a star  note  is  inserted  in  its  place.  This  is  done  to  keep 
a consecutive  numerical  order.  One  dollar  Federal  Reserve  notes  are 
packaged  and  issued  in  bundles  of  100  notes  and  then  into  Bricks  of 
of  40  bundles  for  a total  of  four  thousand  dollars.  They  are  then 
distributed  in  these  Bricks  to  the  Federal  Reserve  Banks,  The  star 
notes  are  also  used  for  the  one  hundred  millionth  note  when  a block 
change  occurs.  Example:  E99999999A,  E04356767*?  E00000001B?  etc. 
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Why  Mote  Collecting?  (Contd.)s 

The  E04356767*  note  is  the  one  hundred  millionth  note  and  then  the 
next  note  is  then  the  first  note  of  the  new  block.  Fewer  star  notes 
are  printed  than  tho  regular  notes.  The  collector  has  a smaller 
selection  of  notes  from  the  star  issues  than  he  has  from  the  regular 
notes.  When  one  specializes  in  certain  numbers,  some  star  notes  have 
higher  value  because  of  thoir  scarcity.  Some  of  the  one  dollar 
Federal  Reserve  issues  have  blocks  which  are  more  scarce  than  others, 
Tho  key  blocks  of  the  1963  issue  were  3/C,  C.B,  D/3,  F/C  and  G/C,  and 
in  tho  1963 A issue,  B/B,  G/D  wore  the  key  blocks. 

Listed  specific  information  is  available  to  tho  collectors.  This  re- 
quires  every  ono  to  do  his  own  research.  Several  organizations  and 
clubs  specialize  in  paper  money  and  may  bo  your  best  source  for 
specialty  information,  A f ew  of  theso  have  catalogs  available  as 
well  as  commercial  publications.

By  trading,  you  may  not  re- 
ceive all  of  the  issues  that  you  will  need  for  a complete  set,  but 
you  will  learn  more  about  your  hobby  with  each  transaction.  If  you 
are  new  at  paper  money  collecting,  hero  are  a few  hints  which  will 
bring  you  better  results, 

READ  your  local  newspapers  carrying  stories  about  the  current  -events 
as  they  happed.  As  events  take  place,  inquire  as  to  their  moaning  to 
your  new  hobby. 

to  your  trade  mates  and  ask  questions  about  activities  in  their 
districts  and  cities.  Answer  the  ads  in  Coin  Papers  and  other  publica*1 
tions  which  will  add  to  your  collections, 

ADV.E.RTIJJ^  If  you  have  notes  available  to  you,  let  people  know  about 
them.  Hay  be  you  will  bo  able  to  pick  up  a few, trades  for  your 
collection  from  the  answers  to  your  ads.  When  answering  ads,  the 
courteous  thing  to  do  is  to  always  include  a SELF  ADDRESSED  STAMPED 
£M/£LPJ?.£  (5.A.S.E.;  for  a speedy  reply  and  always  include  a Want/Trade 
list  with  your  correspondence.  It  is  another  form  of  advertising. 

With  the  recent  resignation  of  John  B,  Connally  and  tho  appointment 
of  George  P.  Shultz,  there  will  soon  be  another  change  in  our  paper 
currency.  This  change  will  spark  now  interest  into  the  hobby  and 
being  prepared  will  pay  off.  ■ Have  your  sources  in  mind  and  be  ready 
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to  trade  as  the  now  material  becomes  available.  Request  in  advance 
that  your  trademates  hold  your  special  requirements  and  you  watch  for 
theirs  in  return.  Rarities  are  what  you  want,  so  follow  up  on  out  of 
the  ordinary  events.  Every  once  in  a while  a bank  releases  some  notes 
which  have  been  in  storage  and  it  will  be  to  your  advantage  to  be 
observant.  You  may  pick  up  some  excellent  trading  material.  Some- 
times an  inspector  at  the  8.E.P.  will  miss  a note  which  should  have 
been  replaced  with  a star  note.  Those  are  few  and  far  between,  yet 
warrant  you  diligent  attention. 


This  is  a basic  introduction  and  should  provide  a foundation  on  which 
you  may  build  your  collection.  If  you  practice  these  few  techniques 
and  add  your  own  enthusiasm*  you  will  surely  enjoy  collecting  os  I do.

BUST" 


The  early  1800's  brought  settlers  steaming  from  the  East  looking  for 
new  horizons  of  fame,  fortune  and  adventure  in  the  growing  West. 

One  group,  headed  for  "California  or  bust",  had  finally  gone  about 
as  far  as  they  could.  They  had  reached  the  central  part  of  Missouri 
and  were  forced  to. stop.  After  hardship  and  despair,  they  care- 
fully looked  over  the  land  and  decided  they  would  go  no  further. 

The  land  looked  good  and  it  appeared  the  wise  thing  to  do  was 
settle  hero,  . Located  about  fifteen  miles  from  the  Missouri  river, 
farming  could  be  good  and  ample  game  and  timber  was  easily  available. 

About  halfway  between  Jefferson  City  and  Scdalia,  a settlement  was 
made.  The  town  was  initally  called  "Boonesborough ",  It  began  to 
thrive,  A blacksmith  shop,  saloon  and  houses  were  soon  built.  In 
1834  a man  named  "California  Wilson"  was  said  to  hove  offered  two 
gallons  of  whiskey,  if  they  would  name  the  town  after  him  and 
finally  in  184o,  che  name  was  changed  to  California,  Missouri. 

By  1859  the  railroad  had  arrived  and  California,  having  a central 
location,  became  the  county  seat  of  Moniteau  County.  Moniteau, 
a french  spelling  of  the  Indian  name  "Manitou",  meaning  God.  Be- 
cause of  the  vast  opportunities,  it  was  a land,  "Flowing  with  milk 
and  honey". 


California  was  visited  frequently  by  bush-wackers,  soldiers,  robbers 
and  conflict  between  neighbors  was  not  uncommon.  Missouri,  being 
a state  split  between  North  and  South  made  the  future  for  many  un- 
certain.

B.  L.  Hert,  President  and  his  son,  E.  L.  Hert,  became  the  third 
generation  to  give  leadership  to  the  bank.  Truly  a remarkable 
record  of  growth  and  playing  an  important  part  of  tho  history  of 
Missouri  and  our  country.

"Fortunes  in  un- 
reported income  concealed  from  the  prying  eyes  and  the  hungry  grasp 
of  the  tax  man  will  be  lost  forever",  said  Podell.  "The  hundreds 
of  millions  skimmed  by  organized  crime  from  gambling  and  legitimate 
business  and  used  to  bankroll  other  criminal  operations  will  be 
declared  when  it  is  exchanged,  or  lost  completely,"  declared  Podell. 

"A  blow  will  be  struck  for  honesty",  he  said. 

Thebill  would  set  a deadline  for  the  withdrawal  from  use  of  all 
the  present  folding  money.  After  that  date,  green  cash  would  be 
worthless .

As  usual’ at  an  ANA,  it  seemed  tough  to  find  a decent  place 
to  eat  close  by.  • The  service  at  the  hotel  restaurant  was  unbeliev- 
ably bad.

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NEW  PHONY  $50  BILL  PASSES  BANK'S  TEST 

Tom  J.  Foster  #1180 

Some  expert  counterfeiters  are  papering  Philadelphia  with  $50  phony 
bills  so  good  that  even  sophisticated  detection  devices  aren't  able 
to  pick  them  out, 

"This  is  one  of  the  best  bills  I've  seen  anywhere,  and  I've  seen  some 
pretty  good  ones  in  the  25  years  I've  been  handling  money,"  said 
Edward  W.  Klein,  Philadelphia  National  Bank's  operations  officer. 

U.S.  Treasury  Department  officials  refuse  to  say  how  many  bogus  $50s 
are  hitting  the  streets,  but  Klein  indicated  that  his  bank  is  getting 
50  percent  more  phony  money. 

The  bad  bills  are  passed  in  places  where  big  money  isn't  uncommon? 
the  $50  windows"  at  race  tracks,  dimly  lit  cocktail  lounges  and  big 
department  store  purchases  paid  in  cash. 

Klein  fondled  a $50  bill  and  then  sandwiched  it  between  several  bogus 
$10  and  $20  bills  under  the  back  light  money-scanner . As  the  black 
light  shined  on  the  bills,  Klein  peered  through  an  intensifying 
filter.  The  phony  bills  turned  purplish.  The  $50  bill,  however,  re- 
tained its  color  and  easily  passed  the  test. 

Klein  said  the  $50  phony  bill  can  be  detected  by  an  expert  because 
the  lighter  shade  of  the  bill  is  whiter  than  normal,  but  the  feel  is 
almost  genuine,  like  the  real  bill. 

Ke  said  PNB's  tellers  are  being  trained  on  how  to  detect  phony  bills, 
but  they  become  suspicious  nowadays  when  handed  a $50  bill  from  a 
customer . 

Klein  said  PNB  branches  intercept  between  $2,000  to  $2,500  a week  in 
bogus  bills  from  innocent  customers,  who  are  stuck  with  the  loss. 

But  since  PNB  purchased  its  money-scanners  six  months  ago,  the  bank  hat 
been  stuck  with  only  S15. 

Counterfeiting  is  a "million  dollar"  operation. 

The  U.S.  Federal  Reserve  Bank  reported  that  between  1967  and  1971 > 
the  loss  to  the  public  from  counterfeits  increased  more  than  100  per- 
cent --  from  $1.6  million  to  $3.5  million.  In  Philadelphia,  the 
Reserve  Bank's  cash  department  detected  more  than  $36,000  in  bogus 
bills  compared  with  $24,000  in  1970,  an  increase  of  50  percent. 

"And  so  far  this  year,  the  growth  rate  has  more  than  doubled?  more 
than  twice  as  many  counterfeits  have  been  detected  in  the  first  five

They  only  mention 
that  the  I969D  notes  are  being  shipped  and  should  be  appearing  in 
circulation  soon. 


The  notes  which  are  now  being  sold  are  into  the  following  numbers  as 
of  September  8,  1972,  E00035^00a*  Another  interesting  point  Which 
has  become  evident  is  that  they  are  still  issuing  69B  E/*  notes  in 
thd  I969D  issue.  I wonder  if  this  means  that  there  w ill  be  no 
I969C  E/*’s,  The  serial  number  of  the  stars  being  now  issued  are 
E03541391-.  This  puts  them  very  close  to  the  end  of  the  published 
numbers . 


The  last  of  the  I969C  notes  which  were  available  in  this  area  were  in 
the  E09711779C.  They  sure  went  fast  and  after  they  ran  out,  the 
banks  have  been  issuing  "Fit  Currency". 


I have  been  able  to  put  some  notes  from  the  I969C  series  into  my 
collection  and  they  are  from  the  following  districts s B , D,  E,  F,  G, 
H,  J,  L.  What  happened  to  those  from  A,  C,  and  I???  Does  any  one 
have  any  star  notes  from  any  district????  69C? 

I still  have  not  received  any  notes  of  the  69D  series  from  any  other 
District  than  Richmond.  I also  have  not  had  any  info  on  those  6 9A 
double  zero  notes,  which  I have  been  trying  to  locate. 


Does  any  one  else  have  an  error  cope  note?  I found  a number  defect 
in  several  notes  of  the  cope  issue  and  I am  wondering  how  many  other 
error  notes  have  escaped  detection?
